INFAR TACTICS 
N WONDER DRUG 
SALES DENIED 


By a Washington Correspondent |' 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2—Char- 
les Pfizer & Co., Inc. denied to- 
day that the practice of using 
fictitious mames on physicians’ 
business cards and prescriptions 
in advertising constituted mis- 
leading advertising or unfair 
competition. 

The company admitted it had 
used fictitious names in promot- 
ing sale of an antibiotic “won- 
der drug.” 

In an answer to a Federal Trade 
Commission complaint, the firm, 
a large manufacturer of pharma- 
ceuticals, said the. advertising 
was intended as a symbolic rath- 
er than realistic reproduction of 
physician’s cards and prescrip- 
tions, 

“The names appearing in the 
business cards and prescriptions 
symbolized as aforesaid, are not 
and were not intended to be, the 
names of actual practicing physi- 
cians with addresses: as shown 
in said advertising, ” the concern 
stated, 

“Pfizer asserts that it did not 
represent in said advertising 
that any of the names used on 
such cards or prescriptions was 
that of any actual practicing 
physician.” 

Persons Unknown. 

The advertising scheme used 
by. the New York concern was 
described by the Post-Dispatch 
in a series of articles last win- 
ter. Telegrams were sent to each 
of eight persons whose names, 
addresses, phone numbers and 
office hours were reproduced in 
the advertisement, but seven 
brought replies that the persons 
were unknown or that there was 

no such address. 

i the remaining instance, a 
physician whose name was the 
same as one of those in the 
advertisement was located, al 
though at a different address. 
He told the Post-Dispatch he 
had not authorized use of his 
name by the Pfizer concern. 

In its answer Pfizer, a New 
York firm, said that advertising 
material containing what ap- 
peared to be physicians’ names 
was sent to physicians “‘in only 
two instances in the spring of 
1957.” 

Explaining the content of the 
material, the concern stated that 
it “indicated the various fields 
of medical practice in which 
sigmamycin had proved to be 
useful by symbolizing, without 
reproduting, business cards of 
physicians specializing in such 
fields or the form of prescrip- 
tions used by them in prce® 
ing sigmamycin. 

In defense of the advestiolen 
material, Pfizer pointed out that 
it contained ‘specific references 
to clinical work” demonstrating 
the therapeutic value of the 
drug. The advertising also 
“listed the names of physicians 


work,” the company said. 


Use Illustrated. 

Futhermore, the clinical work 
referred to in the advertising 
folder “illustrated the use of 
sigmamycin in each of the dif- 
ferent medical fields shown on 
the business cards and prescrip- 
tions,” the firm stated. 

Calling for ‘dismissal of the 
FTC complaint, the concern said 
“this proceeding is moot and 

in public interest.” 

It pointed out that before the 
FTC complaint was issued and 
even before the commission had 
launched a prior investigation, 
Pfizer had ‘‘voluntarily” discon- 
tinued use of the advertising 
material “that has come under 
criticism.” i 

A date for a hearing on. the 
complaint against the Pfizer firm 
has not been set yet..In its com- 
plaint, issued last May, the FTC 
alleged that the Pfizer concern: 
had violated the Federal, Trade 
Commission act. 

It charged that the firm’s ad- 
vertising had “the capacity and 
tendency to mislead” physicians 
into prescribing use of sigmamy- 
cin “in the erroneous and mis- 
taken belief’ that representa- 
tions made by the company con- 
cerning the drug were true. 

The fact that the names were 
fictitious was reported by the 
Post-Dispatch in. an interview 
with .John E. McKenne, presi- 
dent of Pfizer & Co. Stressing 
the “symbolism” of the adver-

Chancellor Ethan A. H. Shep- 
ley of Washington University and 
the Very Rev. Paul C. Reinert 
S.J., president of St. Louis Uni- 
versity, have accepted appoint- 
ments as honorary chairmen of 
the City-County Partnership 
Committee, it was announced 
yesterday.

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LABOR GROUP CRIDES 
FACULTY AT FULTON 


A resolution critical of faculty 
members at Westminster College 
for taking over duties of strik- 
ing maintenance men was passed 
today by. the Missouri State 
Labor Council, AFL-CIO. 

The council concluded its 
fourth annual convention at the 
Chase Hotel after passing 41 
resolutions and electing state 
officers, f 

“The resolution’ concerning 
the college supports the strikers 
regardiess of the fact they are 
Teamsters and not affiliated 
with the council,” John I. 
Rollings, council president said. 

“It is a crime when profes- 
sors act as strikebreakers, es- 
pecially when these maintenance 
workers receive the grand sum 
of $1 an hour,” Rollings said. 


Professors, instructors and 
staff members of the college at 
Fulton, Mo., began maintenance 
work Monday as picketing con-. 
tinued there, 

Another resolution passed by 
the council today calls on Con- 
gress to raise the minimum wage 
to $1.25 an hour and extend the 
minimum wage and maximum 
hour law to agricultural, service 
and wholesale and retail workers. 

The council also voted to es- 
tablish a state-wide committee to 
present labor’s point of view on 
taxation to a joint committee of 
the Missouri General Assembly. 
The joint committee was named 
recently to make a study of tax 
structure and collection. 


A resolution was adopted by 
the council yesterday calling for 
enactment of a weekly sick ben- 
efit or temporary disability ben- 
efit law in Missouri. 

The council was directed by 
the resolution ‘“‘to take all ap- 
propriate steps for the passage 
of the necessary legislation and 
its financing.’’ The resolution 
said that ‘‘the worker who is ill 


or disabled as a result of injury 
away from the job cannot collect 


states, including California, New 
Jersey and New York, already 
provide programs of weekly sick 
benefits for limited pericds of 
unemployment due to non-occu- 
pational sickness or accident,” 
the resolution said.

Watch for Deer 


In a few more years, if the 
deer herd continues to in- 
crease, the major highways of 
Missouri will be dotted with 
‘Deer Cross- 
ing’ signs. 
Records for 
1958 show that 
288 deer were 
killed by cars, 
55 more than 
in 1957. Of the 
total, 187 were 
killed on high- 
ways in the 
southern part ; = 
of the state 
and 101 on ‘Somely 
highways north of the Mis- 
souri river. Thirteen deer 
were hit by trains. 


For the first time in more 
than 50 years Missouri will 
have a state-wide deer season. 
Bucks with at least one forked 
antler will be legal in 60 coun- 
ties, and the other 54 counties 
will have an “‘any-deer” sea- 
son. Lincoln, Pike, St, Charles 
and Wright counties have been 
added to last year’s 50 any- 
deer counties. 

The gun season will be Nov. 
16-21. Oct. 1 to Dec, 15 are the 
inclusive dates for the archery 
season. Hunters will not have 
to check their kills through 
checking stations this year. In- 
, stead they will receive serial- 
ly-numbered, self-locking seals 
which must be attached be- 
tween the tendon and bone of 
a hind leg. In addition, arch- 
ers—during their two and one- 
half month season—must have 
the deer checked within 24 
hours after it is killed, 


New Area Open 


This year a portion of Peck 
Ranch wildlife refuge, between 
Mill creek on the north and 
the woven-dry boundary fence 
on the south, will be open for 
any deer during the gun sea- 
son only. Any hunter on the 
area must check in at area 
headquarters and must leave 
his car in one of the designat- 
ed parking lots. About half of 
the 12,000 acres under fence 
will be open to hunting. Area 
officials say the deer herd has 
increased to the point where 
it is interfering with ‘turkey 
management. The deer are 
beating the wild turkey flocks 
to the available food supply. 

Last year about one out of 
every five deer hunters was 
successful. This year, with the 
herd on the upsurge, the ratio 
is expected to improve. The 
opening .of additional counties 
should materially increase the 
numbers killed. Conservation 
Commission Director William 
E. Towell said, “There are 
deer in every county in the 
state, although in many coun- 
ties it’s not expected that 
many deer will be taken.| How- 
ever, the commission could no 
longer see the necessity for 
denying residents of those 
counties the, opportunity to 
hunt deer cloge to home.” 

It’s not too early to make 
plans for the hunt this fall. 
Several trips may have to be 
made on the back roads and 
much terrain covered in 
searching for “‘signs’’, if the 
hunt is successful. Farmers 
usually know whether or not 
their immediate neighborhood 
is promising ground for . the 
hunt and if there is a suitable 
campsite available. The Clark 
and Mark Twain national for- 
ests, as well as state-owned 


running stream, or preferably 
a flowing spring, in deer ter- 
ritory adds convenience to the 
tent camp.

How to Find Deer 


Knowledge of the location of 
deer crossings can be gained 
only by “‘on the spot” checks. 
Deer travel a given area un- 
less they are chased but of the 
country by dogs. Many farm- 
ers know the location of these 
crossings and are usually 
willing to share such informa- 
tion if they are asked. The in- 
habitants of the Ozark hills are 
friendly, as a whole, and hunt- 
ing information is freely given 
if they are convinced that the 
inquiry is made in good faith 
and cordiality. 

Track of varying sizes will 
indicate the number of deer 
that are watering at a pond or 
creek, and small pines with the 
bark missing indicate that a 
buck has used them to scrape 
away the velvet from the hard- 
ening antlers. Look for tracks 
around pea fields as this le- 
gume is relished by the brows- 
ing deer.

(According to the Associated 
Press account, the subcommittee 
says tactics in the space age 
may require a new merger of 
the Army and the Air Force, 
which have been separate units 
only 12 years. 

(The report says it is time to 
consider forming a single, mis- 
sile-armed fighting service. 

(The President should order 
studies to determine if a merger 
would be the best course of ac- 
tion, the committee contends. 

(The creation of the Air Force. 
as a separate and equal service 
in 1947. may have come at an 
ironic point in history, the com- 
mittee said.

The premier made the state- 
ments in a speech at the foot of 
the Warsaw memorial to Po- 
land’s unknown war dead. The 
address marked the start of the 
Nazi attack on Poland. 

Adenauer’s 500-word speech 
carefully referred to the Polish 
people, apparently as distinct 
from their Communist govern- 
ment.
